PREFA CE 


We  know  very  little  about  the  Brasington  family  from  which  our 
Great-grandfather,  William  Figuars  Brasington,  came.  He  was  born 
and  spent  his  early  boyhood  in  England.  In  England  the  name  “Brasing¬ 
ton”  is  sometimes  spelled  “Brassington”. 

William  Figuars  Brasington  was  third  in  a  family  of  eight  child¬ 
ren  and  was  the  first  son  in  the  family.  There  were  three  daughters  and 
five  sons  born  into  this  family. 

William  Figuars  Brasington  came  to  the  United  States  as  a  very 
young  man,  perhaps  in  his  late  teens.  He  had  a  dynamic  personality 
and  staunch  Christian  character  that  he  has  made  a  very  definite 
contribution  for  good  to  all  parts  of  this  country  where  his  descendants 
have  gone.  Some  of  his  fine  qualities  of  leadership  as  a  minister  among 
his  fellow  ministers  are  shown  in  the  testimonies  of  the  Reverend  John 
S.  Croxton  and  the  Reverend  G.  W.  Gardner,  which  are  included  in  this 
History. 

With  such  a  wonderful  heritage,  we  believe  the  History  of  this 
good  man  should  be  preserved  for  future  generations,  hence  the  writer’s 
efforts  in  writing  this  history.  The  writer  will  take  up  the  history  of  each 
of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Reverend  William  Figuars  Brasington, 
by  age,  beginning  with  the  oldest  of  his  children,  and  follow  through 
with  each  one  to  the  present  generation  (as  far  as  information  could  he 
obtained)  before  beginning  the  history  of  the  next  one  in  line. 

This  History  is  not  complete  on  every  member  of  Great-grand¬ 
father  Brasington’s  family  as  the  writer  was  unable  to  secure  full  and 
complete  information  on  some  of  the  families;  consequently  very  little 
is  given  on  some  of  them.  This  she  regrets  so  very  much.

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History  of  the  Brasington  Family 


The  history  of  the  Brasington  Family  in  the  United  States  as 
copied  from  the  Bible  of  William  Figuars  Brasington  is  as  follows.  This 
is  a  record  of  his  parents,  his  sisters,  brothers  and  himself. 

His  father  William  Glafstraughn  Brasington  was  born  July  17, 
1776.  Married  Nancy  Figuars  on  February  17,  1802.  Nancy  Figuars 
Brasington  was  born  July  8,  1783,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Martha 
Figuars. 

“The  children  it  pleased  the  Lord  God  to  give  them,  may  they 
prove  a  blessing  in  the  name  of  God.

I  Generation  in  the  United  States : 

William  Figuars  Brasington: 

William  Figuars  Brasington,  our  first  ancestor  in  the  United 
States,  came  to  this  country  while  quite  young,  with  a  family  by  the 
name  of  Auldbrook,  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina. 

We  know  nothing  of  William  Figuars  Brasington’s  life  during 
his  boyhood,  but  on  April  2,  1835  he  married  Mary  Jane  Cauthen.  Mary 
Jane  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Martha  Cauthen,  a  prominent 
family  in  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina.  Mary  Jane  was  born  in 
May,  1818  in  Lancaster  County. 

William  Figuars  Brasington  was  a  Baptist  minister.  He  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Jane,  moved  to  Missouri  from  Lancaster  County  in  a  covered 
wagon,  crossing  the  Mississippi  River  on  flat  boats.  They  lived  there  for 
a  year  or  two  and  returned  to  Lancaster  County.  Some  time  after  that 
they  again  went  to  Missouri,  but  without  unpacking  their  belonging, 
returned  home  where  they  lived  long  and  useful,  as  well  as  happy 
years.  The  Reverend  William  Figuars  Brasington  preached  at  various 
places  in  North  Carolina  and  in  the  Welch  Neck  Association,  South 
Carolina.  He  then  served  as  Pastor  of  the  Union  Baptist  Church  in 
Lancaster  County  for  forty  years.  By  this  time  they  had  a  rapidly 
growing  family.

We  are  uncertain  which  of  the  above  children  were  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina.  The  Reverend  William  Figuars 
Brasington  and  his  wife,  Mary  Jane  Cauthen  Brasington,  were  loved 
by  all  who  knew  them.  Ministers  came  from  far  and  near  to  hear  him 
expound  the  Scriptures.  Even  on  his  death-bed  he  had  many  visitors 
who  came  to  hear  him  talk  about  his  beloved  Bible.  He  passed  away  on 
August  23,  1883. 

His  wife,  Mary  Jane,  lived  on  for  several  years,  visiting  among 
their  children  and  other  relatives.  While  she  had  always  been  strong 
and  well  and  mentally  alert,  their  children  were  afraid  for  her  to  travel 
on  the  train  by  herself  in  her  late  years,  hut  she  refused  to  let  anyone 
accompany  her.  This  made  it  necessary  for  one  of  the  family  to  go 
quietly  in  the  next  coach  and  peek  in  often  to  see  that  she  was  all  right, 
hut  they  never  dared  let  her  catch  them  watching  her. 

The  writer  of  this  history  knew  Great-grandmother  Mary  Jane 
in  the  spring  of  1912  when  she  was  visiting  LTncle  Billy  and  Aunt  Mary 
Brasington  at  Rocky  River  Springs,  North  Carolina.  When  meal  time 
came  we  would  rush  to  take  Great-Grandmother  to  the  dining  room, 
hut  she  would  say,  “Now  you  take  Tiny’s  arm  (Grandmother  Brasington, 
who  was  much  younger)  I  can  get  along  by  myself”.  She  was  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  old  lady,  held  herself  erect,  eyes  and  mind  sparkling  and  clear  at 
ninety-four  years  of  age. 

I  wish  I  had  been  genealogy  conscious  at  that  time  for  Great¬ 
grandmother  could  have  told  me  many  interesting  facts  of  their  trips 
to  Missouri  and  their  life  as  a  Minister’s  Family  in  the  Eighteen 
hundreds. 

Great-grandmother  had  said  that  she  wished  she  could  be  at 
Aunt  Mary  Brasington’s  home  when  she  died.  They  were  devoted  to 
each  other.  She  had  her  wish — Great-grandmother  Mary  Jane  Brasington 
died  suddenly  in  Aunt  Mary  Brasington’s  arms  on  the  evening  of  May 
4,  1912  at  Rocky  River  Springs,  North  Carolina.  She  was  ninety-four 
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years  and  two  weeks  old.  She  was  buried  by  her  husband’s  side  at  Union 
Baptist  Church  in  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina.

Brother  Brasington  told  the  writer  that  in  his  fifteenth  year  he  was 
hound  as  an  apprentice  to  learn  the  carpenter’s  trade.  He  served  his 
apprenticeship,  and  by  reason  of  his  faithfulness,  honesty  and  close 
application  to  his  trade  there  soon  opened  before  him  a  promising  field 
and  a  lucrative  business.  In  the  midst  of  this  business  the  Holy  Spirit 
convinced  him  of  his  lost  condition;  he  was  brought  to  a  saving  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth  and  was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Camden 
Baptist  Church.  He  soon  felt  that  the  Lord  had  called  him  to  preach 
the  gospel,  and,  in  obedience  to  the  divine  call,  gave  up  his  carpenter’s 
trade  and  entered  heartily  into  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  preached  a 
few  years  as  missionary,  in  connection  with  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Copeland, 
of  precious  memory,  in  the  bounds  of  the  Moriah  Association,  which 
at  that  time  covered  an  extensive  territory.  These  two  servants  of  God 
working  together  as  father  and  son  in  the  gospel  were  instrumental  in 
building  up  most  of  the  churches  that,  at  the  time  of  Brother  Brasing- 
ton’s  death,  composed  the  Moriah  Association.  In  the  year  1833,  at  the 
call  of  the  Ford  Hill  Church,  he  was  ordained  to  the  sacred  work  of  the 
ministry.  He  served  as  pastor,  at  different  times,  various  churches  of 
the  two  Carolinas.  In  the  year  1838  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the 
Ford  Hill  Church,  and  served  twenty-six  years.  Being  a  diligent  student 
of  the  Bible,  a  close  observer  of  men  and  things,  and  possessed  of  good 
common  sense,  a  sound  judgement,  a  retentive  memory,  an  acute  intel¬ 
lect,  strong  will,  courage,  endurance,  intense  conscientiousness  and  ardent 
piety,  he  was  eminently  useful  as  a  preacher  of  the  glorious  gospel  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

The  writer  was  baptized  by  him  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Fork 
Hill  Church  in  the  year  1848.  And  in  the  year  1862,  the  8th  of  January, 
was  ordained  by  him  and  Rev.  Peter  Nicholson  to  the  responsible  work 
of  preaching  the  gospel.  I  can  say  of  him  that  he  was  a  faithful  pastor 
and  strictly  honest  in  all  of  his  intercourses  wdth  men.  There  was  no 
flattery  in  his  nature.  He  was  true  as  steel  to  his  convictions.  He  possessed 
and  manifested  the  spirit  of  his  Master,  and  like  Paul,  would  reprove 
an  elder,  though  a  special  friend,  if  he  thought  he  merited  it.  His  strict 
honesty  of  spirit  and  fidelity  to  the  cause  of  the  Master  made  the  im¬ 
pression  on  the  mind  of  others,  besides  Brother  Gardner,  “that  he  was 
not  a  strong  admirer  of  young  preachers,  and  that  he  was  disposed  to 
be  rather  critical  with  them,”  until  they  became  intimately  acquainted 
with  him  and  could  see  the  purity  of  his  spirit. 

The  writer  can  testify  that  he  was  a  true,  honest,  painstaking, 
patient  and  faithful  spiritual  nurse  and  trainer  of  young  preachers. 
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when  they  would  seek  his  counsel  and  place  themselves  under  his 
watchcare.  Myself  and  his  son,  James,  were  both  set  apart  on  the  same 
day  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  I  asked  him  to  take  the  same  liberties 
with  me  in  pointing  out  my  defects  and  imperfections  in  trying  to  preach 
that  he  would  with  his  son  J  ames.  He  promised  me  that  he  would  do  so. 
After  preaching  several  times  in  his  presence,  and  he  making  no  criti¬ 
cisms,  I  reminded  him  of  his  promise,  and  said  to  him,  “I  know  that  I 
need  many  corrections.’’  “Yes'’,  said  he,  “but  Brother  John,  I  see  so 
many  faults  in  you  and  James  both  that  I  hardly  know  where  to  begin.” 
It  was  spoken  in  a  kindly  tone;  and  it  put  me  on  my  metal  to  watch  and 
correct  my  own  defects  and  to  make  the  best  that  I  could  of  myself. 
There  was  once  a  deacon  of  one  of  the  churches  which  he  was  serving  as 
pastor  who  felt  that  he  was  called  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  he  consulted 
his  pastor  on  the  subject,  saying  to  him  that  he  wanted  him  to  be  faith¬ 
ful  with  him.  “Well.”  said  he,  “my  brother  I  will.  Please  state  to  me  the 
evidence  you  have  of  your  call  to  preach.”  The  deacon  proceeded  to  give 
him  the  evidence.  He  listened  to  him  patiently  until  he  got  through,  and 
then  asked  him  if  these  were  all.  He  said  yes.  “Well,”  said  Brother  Bras- 
ington,  “I  fail  to  see  the  evidence  of  a  divine  call  in  all  that  you  have 
mentioned  to  me,  and  will  say  this  to  you:  When  you  put  on  the  harness 
of  the  preacher  you  will  only  spoil  a  good  deacon.”  Only  a  short  while 
before  before  his  last  illness,  he  was  with  me  on  our  way  to  my  appoint¬ 
ment  at  Fork  Hill.  And  he  said  to  me,  “Brother  John,  I  feel  that  my 
departure  is  near  at  hand.  I  will  not  live  much  longer:  for  years,  the 
care  of  all  the  chinches  in  the  Moriah  has  been  on  me,  and  after  my 
departure  I  will  that  niv  mantle  shall  fall  upon  your  shoulders.  I  have 
spent  my  days  in  serving  the  churches  of  this  Association.  Brother  John, 
take  care  of  the  churches  of  the  Moriah.”  Then  he  said:  “I  want  you  to 
preach  my  funeral  sermon  and  use  as  your  text  II  Tim.  IV.  7-8.  “I  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith, 
etc.”  I  feel  grateful  to  the  Lord  that  I  have  the  privilege  of  preaching 
the  sermon.  Truly  it  may  he  said  of  him,  “he  was  a  good  man  and  full 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith.”  His  end  was  peace.  His  last  words  were 
“all  peace.” 

He  was  Moderator  of  the  Moriah  Association  for  many  consecu¬ 
tive  years,  and  was  an  efficient  presiding  officer.  This  part  of  the  world 
was  bettered  by  having  William  Figuars  Brasington  live  in  it. 


REV.  WILLIAM  F.  BRASINGTON

I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  have  not  the  data  at  hand  which  will 
enable  me  to  give  an  extended  account  of  the  life  and  labors  of  this 
devoted  servant  of  God,  Rev.  William  F.  Brasington,  for  he  was  a  man 
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of  great  force  and  of  much  independent  thought.  It  occurs  to  me,  how¬ 
ever,  that  it  may  be  of  some  interest  to  record  some  impressions  which 
he  made  upon  me  during  my  acquaintance  with  him. 

During  the  1880’s  Rev.  John  S.  Croxton  was  pastor  of  several 
country  churches  near  Lancaster,  South  Carolina.  Bro.  Croxton  was 
not  only  a  man  of  irreproachable  character  and  fine  sense,  but  a  thorough 
Bible  student  and  an  excellent  preacher.  He  was  for  a  time  a  student 
in  our  Seminary,  but  I  am  not  afraid  to  venture  the  assertion  that  he 
learned  more  from  the  teaching  of  William  F.  Brasington  than  he  did 
from  the  school  of  the  prophets,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  would  bear  me 
out  in  the  statement  that  the  churches  in  that  country  owe  more  to  him 
for  their  sound  Baptist  principles  than  to  any  man  who  ever  lived  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Moriah  Association. 

When  I  went  to  Lancaster  the  First  of  January,  1880,  Bro.  Brasing¬ 
ton  was  too  infirm  to  have  the  care  of  churches  and  he  seldom  preached. 
He  usually  attended  our  union  meetings  and  associations,  taking  a  lively 
interest  in  the  discussions,  speaking  occasionally  and  always  holding 
himself  in  readiness  to  give  his  matured  views,  when  called  upon  to  do 
so  when  difficult  questions  arose.  He  was  very  much  honored  and  re¬ 
spected  by  the  brethren,  who  showed  him  the  greatest  deference. 

In  some  way  I  received  the  impression  that  Bro.  Brasington  was 
not  a  very  strong  admirer  of  young  preachers,  hut  was  disposed  to  he 
rather  critical,  if  not  a  little  captious,  with  them.  He  had,  however, 
shown  me  the  greatest  consideration  for  the  several  months  that  I  had 
known  him.  During  our  afternoon  session  I  offered  a  resolution  com¬ 
mending  The  Baptist  Courier  as  in  every  way  worthy  of  support.  After 
a  re-reading  of  the  resolution  Bro.  Brasington  rose  and  said,  “I  have 
no  objections  to  the  resolution,  but  would  like  to  have  that  military  title 
omitted.  We  are  all  brethren  in  the  Lord’s  army.”  I  have  always  thanked 
him  for  the  lessons  he  taught  me  on  that  occasion. 

Rev.  William  F.  Brasington  preached  during  the  association  and 
the  estimate  which  I  formed  of  him  as  a  preacher  is  that  he  was  a  very 
profound  thinker,  with  very  decided  convictions  founded  upon  the  word 
of  God.  There  was  nothing  fanciful  about  his  interpretation  of  the 
Scriptures.  He  used  good  hard  sense  and  got  at  the  meaning  of  the 
sacred  writers.  He  was  a  very  instructive  preacher  and  one  thoroughly 
equipped  to  give  thoughtful  people  a  good  understanding  of  the  Bible. 
If  he  lacked  in  anything,  possibly  it  was  in  pathos,  and  in  the  power  to 
move  great  bodies  of  people.  I  do  not  think  that  he  was  what  would  be 
called  a  popular  preacher  in  the  general  acceptation  of  that  term.  He  was 
more  on  the  order  of  a  theological  professor  who  came  before  a  thought¬ 
ful  class  anxious  to  receive  instructions  and  to  hear  him  give  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  text  in  relation  with  other  passages. 

The  last  time  I  saw  this  good  man  was  at  his  home  in  the  year 
1883,  lying  upon  what  proved  to  he  his  death-bed.  He  was  suffering  a 
good  deal  but  was  full  of  hope  and  seemed  disposed  to  talk  of  the  trials, 
hardships  and  triumphs  connected  with  his  long  and  eventful  life  as  a 
minister  of  the  gospel.  He  would  also  comment  upon  various  passages  of 
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Scripture.  When  I  arose  to  bid  him  good-by,  he  held  my  hand  and  said, 
“My  young  brother,  if  you  are  faithful  in  the  ministry  your  head  will 
receive  many  a  bump  before  the  end  comes.”  The  prophecy  of  this  dying 
old  patriarch  with  reference  to  trials  has  certainly  been  fulfilled  in  my 
life.  Some  weeks  afterwards  I  stopped,  on  my  way  home,  at  Union 
Church  in  Lancaster  County  and  sought  his  grave.  There  I  stood  for 
some  moments  in  silent,  sad  contemplation  over  the  mortal  remains  of 
one  of  the  truest,  bravest  and  best  equipped  preachers  who  had  ever 
lived  in  that  country. 

William  F.  Brasington  was  scholarly  and  was  well  equipped  for 
getting  at  the  meaning  of  the  Scriptures.  He  was  a  theologian  and  a 
spiritual  giant.  He  could  be  considered  a  Doctor  of  Divinitv  who  lived 
and  died  without  having  any  college  to  say  so,  and  who  would  have  been 
shocked  beyond  measure  at  the  slightest  intimation  of  such  a  thing. 

II  Generation  of  the  Brasington  Family  in  the  United  States: 

Children  of  William  Figuars  and  Mary  Jane  Cauthen  Brasington. 

A.  George  Cauthen  Brasington. 

George  Cauthen  Brasington  was  horn  March  21,  1836  in  Lancaster 
County,  South  Carolina.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  the  Reverend  William 
Figuars  and  Mary  Jane  Brasington.  George  Cauthen  married  Tharzia 
Clementine  Williams  on  October  31,  1858.  Tharzia  Clementine  was  the 
daughter  of  LTiah  and  Esther  Hilton  Williams.  She  was  horn  April  18. 
1834  and  died  April  25,  1901.  We  understand  she  had  very  curly  hair.

3 — A-2  Theodosia  Brasington,  horn  November  22,  1863. 

George  Cauthen  Brasington  fought  in  the  War  between  the  States. 
The  War  Department’s  records  show  that  George  C.  “Braisington” 
Brasington,  a  Sergeant,  Company  H  2nd  (Palmetto  Regiment,  South 
Carolina  Infantry,  Confederate  States  Army),  entered  service  April  28, 
1861  at  Lancaster,  South  Carolina,  age  28.  He  was  appointed  2nd  Lieu¬ 
tenant  May  13,  1862 — same  company  and  regiment.  The  Company’s 
muster  roll  for  July  and  August,  1863  show  he  “Died  at  Gettysburg  from 
wounds  July  6,  1863.’  Union  Prisoners  of  War  records  show  that  he  was 
captured  July  1,  2,  3,  1863,  Gettysburg,  where  he  died  July  6,  1863. 

When  George  Cauthen  Brasington  entered  the  army,  his  son, 
Ernest  Custine  Brasington  was  about  one  year  old.  Prior  to  his  military 
service  he  had  been  operating  a  store.  However,  the  “Yankees”  burned  it. 

(  Letter  written  by  George  Cauthen  Brasington,  to  his  wife, 

Tharzia  Clementine  Williams,  while  he  was  in  the  Army 

during  the  War  Between  the  States.) 

“Richmond,  Va. 

May  1st,  1861” 

“My  Dear  Wife, 

“It  is  with  feelings  of  tender  devotion  that  I  seat  myself  to 
write  you. 
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“We  are  all  well  and  in  fine  spirits.  We  arrived  in  Richmond,  Va. 
last  night,  after  not  one  moments  rest  since  we  left  home.  We  were 
treated  well  all  the  way  at  every  town  we  stopped,  as  the  citizens 
provided  plenty  for  us  to  eat  hut  by  the  honor  of  my  office  I  got  none 
as  I  had  to  take  care  of  all  the  baggage.  The  feeling  with  the  people 
is  general.  We  did  not  pass  a  white  man  or  negro  that  did  not  cheer  us. 
We  have  comfortable  quarters  at  the  Poor  House  of  Richmond,  hut 
know  not  how  long  we  may  remain  here.  Troops  are  coming  in  from  every 
part  of  the  country  and  from  this  it  is  evident  that  something  is  on  hand. 
“Our  officers  are  very  good  to  us  so  far.  You  need  not  write  until  you 
hear  from  me  again.

Ill  Generation  of  the  Brasington  Family  in  the  United  States: 

A  - 1  Ernest  Custine  Brasington: 

Ernest  Custine  Brasington  was  horn  June  24,  1860,  son  of  George 
Cauthen  and  Tharzia  Clementine  Williams  Brasington  and  oldest  grand¬ 
son  of  the  Reverend  William  Figuars  and  Mary  Jane  Brasjngton. 

Ernest  Custine  was  anxious  for  an  education.  However,  his  father 
having  been  killed  during  the  Civil  War,  it  was  rather  difficult  for  him 
to  accomplish  this;  but  with  his  great  determination,  he  succeeded. 
His  early  education  was  received  in  the  Pleasant  Plain  school,  the  Betsey 
Hilton  Old  Field  School  and  later  Taxahaw  School.  He  attended  Aber¬ 
nathy  School  at  Connely  Spring  for  one  session  in  1879.  He  also  attended 
Mt.  Pleasant  Academy,  Mount  Pleasant,  North  Carolina.  Ernest  Cauthen 
would  go  to  school  a  while  and  when  his  money  gave  out,  he  would 
work  until  he  made  more  money  and  then  go  back  to  school.  He  took  up 
the  study  of  medicine  in  1886  at  Kentucky  School  of  Medicine  and  grad¬ 
uated  from  that  school.  He  attended  Rush  Medical  College  in  Chicago 
where  he  got  his  degree.  During  his  study  he  spent  one  summer  going 
around  making  calls  with  Dr.  Wells  of  Taxahaw. 

Ernest  Custine  entered  the  practice  of  medicine  at  the  Haile  Gold 
Mine  near  Kershaw,  South  Carolina,  where  he  practiced  for  ten  years. 
While  at  Haile  Cold  Mine,  in  about  1899,  he  went  to  New  York  where 
lie  did  further  study.  He  attended  Polyclinic  Post  Graduate  Sehool  in 
New  York.  Dr.  Brasington  moved  to  Camden,  South  Carolina,  where 
he  practiced  his  profession  for  fourteen  months.  He  then  moved  to 
Kershaw,  South  Carolina,  where  he  practiced  his  profession  until  his 
death. 

Dr.  Brasington  married  Beulah  Evans,  born  June  24,  1874  in 
White  Plains,  South  Carolina. 
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Dr.  Brasington  and  his  family  were  held  in  high  esteem  by  the 
community  and  the  entire  country  in  that  section  of  South  Carolina. 
He  was  loved  and  respected  by  his  patients  and  fellow  townsmen.  He 
was  a  Christian  gentleman  and  meant  much  to  his  church  and  com¬ 
munity.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  Senior  Deacon  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Kershaw,  South  Carolina. 

Dr.  Brasington’s  death  antedated  that  of  his  wife  by  several  years.

A-l-b  Mary  Evans  Brasington.  daughter  of  Dr.  Ernest  Custine 
Brasington  and  Beulah  Evans  Brasington,  and  granddaughter  of  George 
Cauthen  Brasington  and  Tharzia  Clementine  Brasington,  was  horn  in 
1900  in  Haile  Gold  Mine,  South  Carolina.  She  received  her  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  schools  of  Kershaw,  South  Carolina.  After  graduating  from  the 
High  School  in  Kershaw,  Mary  Evans  attended  Coker  College  in  Harts- 
ville,  South  Carolina,  where  she  graduated.  She  has  been  second  grade 
teacher  in  the  Kershaw  Elementary  School  for  a  number  of  years. 

Edith  and  Mary  Evans  Brasington  have  never  married  and  are 
living  in  their  old  home  in  Kershaw,  South  Carolina.  They  are  both 
members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Kershaw  and  are  very  active  in 
this  church.

\eais  with  a  cancer  on  his  face.  Those  who  ministered  to  him  during 
this  time  praised  him  for  his  cheerful  spirit  during  this  experience.  He 
was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  visited  him.  Several  letters  he  wrote  to 
different  friends  while  he  was  sick  have  been  kept  by  his  familv  and 
excerpts  from  these  letters  are  included  in  this  History.  His  cheerful 
Christhke  spirit  is  shown  in  all  of  them  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  writer 
that  they  will  mean  much  to  his  descendants.  They  are  full  of  beautiful 
expressions  as  well  as  his  assurance  of  and  description  of  the  hereafter. 

Minutes  of  the  meeting  in  which  the  Morven  Baptist  Church. 
Anson  County  North  Carolina,  was  organized  and  Grandfather  Brasing- 
on  was  called  as  Pastor  have  been  preserved  and  are  included  in  this 

History  Kesolutmns  concerning  his  resignation  from  this  church  are  also 
included  in  this  History. 


The  following  was  taken  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Morven  Baptist 
Church,  Anson  County  North  Carolina.  “Was  organized  on  Saturday 
before  the  fifth  Sabbath  in  September,  1883  by  a  Presbytery  consisting 
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of  Elders  W.  B.  Harrell  and  J.  T.  Brasington.  The  Presbytery  appointed 
the  following  named  Brethren  to  receive  letters  from  applicants  for 
membership.  To-wit:  M.  H.  Lindsay  and  George  Blackmon.  The  church 
elected  Rev.  J.  T.  Brasington  as  Pastor.”  The  following  were  among  the 
list  of  Charter  Members  of  the  church:

Brasington  resigned  as  Pastor  of  the  Church.  .  .  . 

“On  motion  a  Committee  of  three  consisting  of  Brethren  A.  A. 
Maynard,  J.  C.  Baker  and  J.  E.  Moore  were  appointed  to  draw  up  resolu¬ 
tions  tendering  J.  T.  Brasington’s  resignation  and  the  feelings  of  the 
Church  towards  him.  Said  resolutions  to  he  printed  in  the  County  Paper.” 

“Resolutions 

“Whereas  our  beloved  Bro.  and  Pastor,  Rev.  J.  T.  Brasington  in 
the  Providence  of  God  has  been  called  to  other  fields  and 

“Whereas  he  has  deemed  it  best  to  resign  as  Pastor  of  the  Morven 
Baptist  Church, 

“Therefore,  he  it  Resolved 

“1st  That  we  the  Church  in  Conference  do  hereby  publicly  show 
our  high  esteem  and  Christian  love  for  him  as  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  that  we  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  faithful 
manner  in  which  he  has  served  us  as  Pastor  of  the  Church. 

“Resolved 

2nd  That  with  sadness  we  give  him  up  but  we  heartily  commend 
him  to  the  Christian  confidence  of  other  fields  knowing  that  Morven’s 
loss  is  their  gain. 

“Resolved 

“3rd  That  these  resolutions  he  sent  to  the  M&I  and  Biblical 
Recorder  with  a  request  to  publish  and  also  a  copv  spread  upon  our 
minutes.” 


EXCERPTS  FROM  LETTERS 

Written  by  the  Rev.  James  Thomas  Brasington  to  friends,  Mrs. 

J*  Gardner  and  J.  W.  Huntley,  on  the  dates  indicated. 

(These  letters  are  being  included  since  they  show,  to  a  certain 
extent,  Grandfather  Brasington’s  fine  Christian  spirit  all  through  his 
long  period  of  suffering  from  cancer. 
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They  also  give  some  beautiful  expressions  which  seemed  to  come 
from  his  heart,  that  his  descendants  will  appreciate.) 

“11-21-1896 

.  I  am  suffering  some  pain  at  all  times,  hut  the  worst  thing 
with  me  is  being  shut  up  ....  I  thank  the  Lord  that  I  am  trying  to  be 
resigned  to  His  will  ....  It  is  hard  for  us  to  learn  that  ‘God  moves  in  a 
mysterious  way,  His  wonders  to  perform.’  It  is  so  natural  for  us,  in 
prosperity  to  attribute  it  to  our  own  merits,  then  when  reverses  come 
we  feel  like  it  has  been  sent  because  of  our  unfaithfulness.  Oh,  how  well 
do  we  know  that  we  deserve  nothing  hut  stripes.  Why  should  we  expect 
more  than  was  alloted  to  those  who  gave  their  all  for  the  cause  of 
Christ?” 

“February  23,  1897” 

“.  .  .  .  Your  words  of  sympathy  comes  as  a  halm  to  alleviate  my 
suffering.  They  strengthen  me  in  the  days  of  conflict  with  pain,  despond¬ 
ency  and  all  that  goes  with  it.  .  .  .  Does  it  not  take  separation  and 
sometimes  death  anyway,  to  make  us  realize  the  worth  of  loved  ones? 

.  .  .  My  wife  .  .  .  wants  to  know  if  you  have  started  your  garden,  how 
many  chickens  you  have,  have  you  set  any  eggs,  have  you  a  cow  or  pig. 
Let  me  tell  you  on  her.  She  is  housekeeping  again  in  one  of  the  nicest 
houses  we  have  ever  had,  “brand”  new,  brick,  21  windows  and  doors, 
the  windows  are  very  large  and  filled  with  4  panes  of  glass  and  you 
ought  to  see  the  lace  curtains,  pictures,  etc.  .  .  .  Clayton,  our  son  .  .  . 
lives  with  us.  We  are  I  guess,  a  little  over  100  yards  from  our  son, 
William,  who  has  one  of  the  best  wives  I  ever  saw.  .  .  .  Our  little  boy, 
Cull,  is  about  grown  and  is  working  on  the  farm  with  his  brothers  this 
year. 

“April  9,  1897. 

“.  .  .  .  I  am  suffering  some  pain,  hut  feel  that  the  Lord  is  very 
merciful  to  me.  I  am  so  thankful  that  I  learned  to  trust  in  Him  early 
in  life.  And  I  am  glad  too,  that  the  day  of  deliverance  from  suffering  and 
sin  will  soon  come.  I  want  vou  all  to  remember  me  in  your  prayers.” 

“June  21,  1897' 

“.  •  •  .  Your  kind  interest  in  my  behalf  is  appreciated  far  above 
what  I  am  able  to  tell.  I  wish  I  could  feel  that  I  had  made  myself  worthy 
of  such  love  and  confidence.”

“.  .  .  .  What  I  mean  by  not  being  alone,  is  that  I  feel,  and  am 
sensitive  to  the  presence  of  that  blessed  friend  who  has  said  4I  will 
never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee’.  .  .  .  Thanks  to  you  and  your  mother 
for  the  nice  box  of  flowers  as  a  token  of  love  and  sympathy  for  me. 
You  have  no  idea  how  your  faces  came  up  afresh  before  my  mind  when 
I  took  them  in  my  hands  and  thought  that  perhaps  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  they  have  been  plucked  by  you  from  the  parent  stem  in  your  yard. 
How  near  we  are  sometimes  brought  together  by  the  ordinary  events 
of  life.  .  .  .  While  my  suffering  has  increased  one  hundredfold,  I  feel 
that  the  precious  ‘Grace  of  God  has  also  increased.’  ...  I  am  so  thankful 
I  can  put  my  trust  in  Him.”

1  derive  some  benefit  from  writing  and  a  great  deal  in  receiving 
kind  and  encouraging  words.  ...  If  I  can  just  get  in  one  word  that  will 
make  some  one  glad,  one  word  that  will  help  them  in  the  struggle  of 
life,  one  word  to  make  a  dark  hour  bright,  I  shall  he  amply  repaid  for 
my  labor.”

“.  .  .  I  am  confined,  with  the  exception  of  very  short  intervals,  to 
my  room  and  suffer  more  or  less  all  the  time.  ...  It  is  also  true  that  I  am 
enjoying  some  sweet  experiences.  I  get,  at  times,  happy  enough  to 
shout.  ...  I  feel  that  I  am  ready  for  the  call  of  my  blessed  Master  and 
I  get  restless  as  the  time  of  my  departure  seems  to  he  deferred  from 
time  to  time.  You  know  when  you  are  going  on  a  desirable  visit  and 
vou  have  your  trunk  packed,  your  tickets  in  hand  and  nothing  to  do 
hut  to  kiss  loved  ones  and  tell  them  goodby,  how  you  want  the  time 
and  the  train  both  to  come.  ...  It  can  he  no  small  matter  to  pass  from 
this  world  which  has  heen  made  so  grand  and  attractive  to  the  Eternal 
World,  which  according  to  the  glimpses  given  us  in  God’s  Word  are 
eclipses  a  thousand  times  ten  thousand  times.  Oh,  yes  it  will  be* grand 
to  pass  from  this  world  leaving  Star  after  Star  behind  us  until  the  signal 
shall  be  given  of  our  approach  to  the  Heavenly  City  .  .  .  and  shall  look 
up  to  see  loved  ones  waiting  and  watching  for  us  there.  When  we  shall 
see  the  Holy  Angels  and  our  blessed  Saviour.  When  we  shall  hear  the 
first  hurst  of  Angelic  Music.  ...  I  am  trying  to  he  patient  and  I  hope, 
saying  as  never  before  ‘Thy  will  be  done.’ 

“April  5,  1898 

I  have  not  the  strength  to  write  a  letter,  ....  I  have  had  many 
sweet  and  precious  experiences.  Many  happy  and  glorious  anticipations 
of  future  peace  with  my  blessed  Saviour.  .  .  .  How  glad  I  shall  be  when 
the  dawn  shall  appear,  I  am  soon  to  cross  over  the  ‘River’.  The  gradual 
decreased  strength,  the  complications  of  diseases,  the  withdrawing  of  the 
mind  ....  all  indicate  that  it  is  not  far  to  the  ‘River’.  Soon  the  ‘All 
Aboard  will  he  sounded  and  then  the  voyage  will  have  begun,  on  and 
on  until  a  glimpse  of  the  other  shore  shall  be  caught  .  .  .  The  body  for 
years  the  seat  of  pain,  and  the  life  the  seat  of  sin,  will  he  sleeping  where 
loving  hands  shall  have  placed  it.  One  good  all  night  sleep!  How  long 
since  I  had  one.  The  Spirit  at  Home  with  God,  listening  to  the  Angels 
sing  yes,  yes,  I  shall  be  helping  them  sing.  Looking  into  the  face  of  my 
blessed  Saviour  and  understanding  how  His  precious  blood  cleansed  me 
from  sin  meeting  with  loved  ones  who  have  gone  before  and  waiting 
and  watching  for  those  who  shall  follow.  ...  I  hope  to  meet  you  all 
in  the  home  of  our  Father.  Pray  for  me.” 

“May  10,  1898 

....  My  suffering  here  is  one  hundredfold  more  than  two  years 
ago,  but  I  feel  that  the  precious  Grace  of  God  has  increased  in  like  pro¬ 
portion.  I  have  no  fear  that  there  will  he  a  day  or  an  hour  that  I  cannot 
submit  as  hecometh  a  Son  to  a  Father,  who  knows  all  that  is  known  about 
what  is  best  for  us.  How  kind  and  merciful  He  is  to  me.  Oh,  I  am  so 
thankful  that  I  can  put  my  trust  in  Him.  I  am  becoming  more  and  more 
anxious  to  go  and  he  with  Him.  Pray  for  me.  .  .  .  “My  soul  is  longing  for 
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association  and  communication  with  dear  brethren  and  sisters  and  as  I 
have  no  hope  of  such  in  this  life,  my  mind  has  turned  to,  and  my  heart 
set  on  the  great  meeting  ‘Beyond  the  River’.  I  wish  I  was  able  to  tell  you 
all  of  mv  experiences,  hut  I  am  not.  It  may  be  that  we  shall  review  all 
these  things,  talk  them  over  and  know  each  other  better  when  the  Mists 
have  rolled  away. 


(The  last  letter  he  wrote,  written  just  one  month  before  his 

death.) 


“September  5,  1898 


...  I  am  waiting  and  longing  for  the  time  to  come.  I  am  readv 
and  I  imagine  it  will  be  sweet  rest  I  shall  have.  My  mother  is  with  me 
and  is  a  great  deal  of  comfort  to  me.  ...  I  hope  it  will  not  be  lone 
before  I  can  go  home,  hut  the  Lord’s  will  he  done.  Mav  the  Lord  bles^ 
you  in  your  church  work”. 


Some  beautiful  expressions  of  Grandfather  Brasington  copied  from 
the  letters: 


(About  people)  "How  often  we  are  disappointed  in  men,  how 
often  our  bright  prospects  are  blighted  and  our  high  anticipations 
brought  to  naught,  simply  because  the  promises  made,  or  the  assurances 
given  could  not  he  fulfilled.  But  not  so  with  the  promises  and  assurances 
of  our  Saviour.” 


( About  his  mother  I  “My  mother,  who  to  me  is  a  ministering 
spirit.  Her  presence  and  sympathies  are  a  great  deal  of  comfort  to  me.” 

(About  his  wife)  “Mrs.  B.  is  one  of  the  best  women.  She  is  just 
as  industrious  as  she  is  good,  in  fact  to  my  mind  she  possesses  many  of 
those  able  traits  that  go  to  make  up  a  perfect  woman.” 

Mrs.  B.  is  blessed  with  a  sweet  and  cheerful  spirit  which  was 
helpful  to  me.  I  am  thankful  to  the  Lord  as  it  has  pleased  Him  to  spare 
her.” 

Grandfather  (Janies  Thomas)  Brasington  passed  away  October 
5,  1898  and  was  buried  in  Eastview  Cemetery  in  Wadesboro,  North 
Carolina. 

After  Grandfather’s  death.  Grandmother  (Louise  Clementine 
Aeal  Brasington  )  went  to  live  with  her  oldest  son  and  his  wife  (Uncle 
Billie  and  Aunt  Mary)  at  Rocky  River  Springs  where  she  passed  away 
November  25,  1912.  She  was  buried  by  Grandfather’s  side  in  Eastview 
Cemetery  in  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina.

William  Thomas  Brasington  was  born  October  6,  1859  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  South  Carolina.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  the  Reverend 
J  antes  Thomas  and  Louise  Clementine  Brasington. 

On  December  1,  1886,  William  Thomas  married  Mary  Dorinda 
Gaddy,  horn  March  20,  1868  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Joel  Thomas  and  Flora  Anne  Woodburn  Gaddy.  Joel 
Thomas  Gaddy  was  for  a  number  of  years  sheriff  of  Anson  County. 
Uncle  Billie  and  Aunt  Mary  (as  we  called  them)  lived  in  Chesterfield 
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Six  sons  of  Rev.  James  Thomas  Brasington

County,  South  Carolina,  for  several  years;  then  they  moved  to  YCades- 
horo,  North  Carolina,  where  they  lived  for  many  happy  years.  Uncle 
Billie  as  a  contractor  and  brick  manufacturer  in  Y\  adeshoro  and  later 
in  Hickory  Grove,  North  Carolina.  All  of  their  children,  except  the 
three  oldest,  were  horn  in  the  hrick  house  on  top  of  the  hill  on  Orchard 
Street  in  Y^  adeshoro,  North  Carolina. 

^  illiani  Thomas  was  a  Missionary  Baptist.  He  was  a  deacon  in 
the  Moi^en  Baptist  Church  lor  a  number  of  years  and  on  different  occa¬ 
sions  served  as  Moderator  of  the  church.  After  they  moved  to  Wadesboro 
he  became  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Y^  adeshoro  and  was 
veiY  active  in  the  church  and  Sunday  School.  For  a  long  time  he  taught 
a  class  in  the  Sunday  School. 

The  children  by  this  union  ( and  they  are  an  honor  to  Uncle  Billie 
and  Aunt  Mary)  are:

After  living  in  Wadesboro  for  a  number  of  years,  Uncle  Billie 
moved  his  family  to  Rocky  River  Springs,  North  Carolina,  where  he 
owned  stock  in  a  hotel.  He  managed  the  hotel  for  a  good  many  years^ 
This  was  a  delightful  place  for  all  of  the  Brasington  families  to  gather. 

In  the  summer  of  1915  the  Brasington  families  had  a  reunion  at 
Rocky  River  Springs.  At  this  reunion  someone  made  the  humorous  re¬ 
mark  that  there  were  as  many  Brasingtons  as  there  were  English  spar¬ 
rows.  What  a  good  time  we  had.  That  was  the  last  time  manv  of  us  ever 
got  together.  Since  then  it  has  been  only  at  various  funerals  that  we  see 
each  other.  What  a  pity  we  cannot  get  together  at  other  times  than  for 
such  sad  occasions  as  we  have  such  a  great  family.  (The  Brasington 
families  had  another  reunion  in  July,  1957  at  Cheraw,  South  Carolina, 
at  the  Brasington  Lake.  Uncle  Jim  and  his  fine  family  own  this 
beautiful  lake  and  a  cottage  that  is  an  ideal  place  for  such  a  gathering. 

Everyone  enjoyed  the  occasion  and  especially  reminiscing,  meet¬ 
ing  new  members  ol  the  families,  that  is,  those  who  have  been  born 
and  married  into  the  different  families.  During  the  day  some  enjoyed 
fishing,  some  boating  and  everyone  eating.  This  was  after  the  death  of 
the  author  of  this  history.  Names  of  those  attending  these  two  reunions 
of  1915  and  1957  are  given  elsewhere  in  this  history.) 

From  Rocky  River  Springs,  the  Billie  Brasington  family  moved 
to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  where  the  younger  children  attended 
school.  After  the  children  graduated  from  high  school  and  Flora  from 
Queens  College,  the  family  located  in  Biltmore,  North  Carolina,  after  a 
summer’s  sojourn  in  Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Assembly. 

It  was  in  the  Brookshire  House  in  Biltmore  that  Uncle  Billie 
died  on  October  11,  1926.  He  was  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  Eastview 
Cemetery  in  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina.  After  Uncle  Billie  passed  away, 
Aunt  Mary  bought  a  home  in  West  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  and  lived 
there  until  the  girls  were  through  college  and  were  teaching.  In  1930 
she  sold  this  home  and  she  and  Mary  Neal  moved  back  to  Charlotte 
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where  they  lived  until  March,  1931  when  they  moved  to  Way  cross, 
Georgia,  to  live  with  Ernest  and  take  care  of  his  children  and  home. 

Aunt  Mary  loved  to  travel;  she  was  well  read  and  always  wanted 
to  see  new  interesting  places  and  things.  She  was  never  happier  than 
when  she  had  railroad  passes  in  her  poeketbook  and  Ernest’s  three 
c hildien  with  all  their  boxes  of  lunch,  suitcases  and  bags,  boardin°'  a 
tiain  foi  ashington,  New"  Tork  City,  Niagara  Falls,  Cincinnati,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Chicago  or  some  other  place  of  interest. 

After  Mary  Neal  passed  away,  (  October  24,  1950)  Aunt  Mary- 
visited  ai ound  with  hei  children  and  alw"ays  found  a  wTelcome  from  all 
of  her  children,  in-laws  and  grandchildren.  She  was  greatly  loved, 
admired  and  honored  by  all  who  knew  her.  She  was  a  grand  old  ladv 
and  w  as  89  years  old  on  March  20,  1957.  She  passed  away  in  Savannah 
Georgia,  where  she  had  been  with  Lydia,  on  January  25,  1958.  Her 
funeral  was  held  in  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina,  on  January  26.  1958. 
conducted  by  the  Reverend  S.  Wylie  Hogue,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  Wadesboro,  and  her  son-in-law,  the  Reverend  Robert 
L.  Hughes,  Pastor  of  the  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church  in  Asheboro.  North 
Caiolina.  During  the  funeral  service  one  of  the  ministers  in  telling  of 
her  long,  beautiful  life,  how  she  was  loved  and  admired  by  all  of  her 
in-laws  and  friends,  how  generous  all  of  them  were  in  their  praises  of 
her  unselfish  spirit,  also  paid  her  a  further  tribute  by  saving  there  had 
failed  to  develop  4,One  black  sheep”  in  her  family.  He  also  said  her  life 
was  a  wonderful  success  and  she  was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  knew"  her. 

At  the  time  of  her  death  she  w  as  a  member  of  the  First  Presby- 
teiian  Church  in  aycross,  Georgia.  She  w  as  laid  to  rest  by  the  side 
of  hei  husband  in  the  family  lot  in  Eastview  Cemetery  in  Wadesboro, 
North  Carolina.

James  Thomas  Brasington,  named  for  his  father  and  grandfather, 
was  born  November  8,  1887  in  Chesterfield  County,  South  Carolina. 
He  is  the  oldest  son  of  Willilm  Thomas  (Uncle  Billie)  and  Mary  Gaddy 
(Aunt  Mai\  l  Biasington,  and  the  oldest  grandson  of  the  Reverend 
James  Thomas  and  Louise  Clementine  Brasington.  He  is  the  oldest 
great-grandson  of  the  Reverend  William  Figuars  and  Mary  Jane  Brasing¬ 
ton,  our  first  ancestor  in  the  United  States. 

James  Thomas  (Jimmie)  attended  A.  &:  M.  College  (now  State 
College )  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  In  those  days  hazing  the  Freshmen 
was  quite  strenuous.  The  upper  classmen  would  demand  that  the 
freshmen  ride  them  piggy  back  from  one  building  to  another.  Jimmie, 
a  big  strapping  young  fellow",  from  helping  his  father  in  his  contracting 
and  hi  ick  manufacturing  business,  laughed  at  the  hazing  and  trotted 
the  upper  classmen  around.  On  one  occasion  he  overheard  the  upper 
classmen  planning  to  shave  his  head,  so  he  shaved  his  head  and  wore 
bis  cap  so  they  would  not  see  wdiat  he  had  done.  W  hen  he  went  to  bed 
he  slept  with  the  sheet  over  his  head.  When  they  came  in  to  shave  his 

head  they  found  that  he  had  beaten  them  to  the  ioke.  They  soon  left  him 
alone.

Helen  moved  to  V  aycross,  Georgia,  with  her  family  in  January, 
1925.  She  attended  and  graduated  from  the  Waycross  High  School.  She 
attended  college  at  the  \  aldosta  State  College,  \  aldosta,  Georgia,  where 
she  received  her  A.B.  degree.

Mary  Neal  always  had  a  smile  and  so  much  dry  wit  that  she  kept 
everyone  around  her  laughing  all  the  time.  She  was  the  “old  maid”  of 
the  family  ( some  good  man  missed  a  good  wife)  but  was  loved,  respected 
and  admirde  by  the  entire  family,  in-laws,  and  nieces  and  nephews.  She 
devoted  her  life  to  helping  her  family  and  always  was  happy  to  answer  a 
call  to  service  for  them.

For  some 
time  he  was  announcer  for  the  Sunday  School  lesson  over  Radio  Station 
WACL,  which  lesson  was  given  by  the  Men’s  Bible  Class  of  the  church. 
George  was  also  interested  and  active  in  civic  affairs  of  Waycross.  He 
was  particularly  interested  in  real  estate  and  was  instrumental  in  de¬ 
veloping  several  nice  residential  sections  of  the  city.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Okefenokee  Golf  Club.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Railroad  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation.  After  the  death  of  his  sister,  Mary  Neal,  George  and  the  family 
gave  the  beautiful  columns  in  front  of  the  Central  Baptist  Church  in  her 
memory.  Many  of  the  men  with  whom  George  worked  have  testified 
that  they  are  better  men  by  having  been  associated  with  him:  many 
have  said  they  are  better  Christians  and  some  have  told  about  his 
leading  them  to  Christ. 

On  February  20,  1957,  George  started  to  work  early  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  suffered  a  heart  attack  and  died  suddenly.  He  was  buried  in  Oakland 
Cemetery  in  Waycross,  Georgia,  beside  his  infant  son.  William  Morton. 

Myrtle  Yerby  Brasington,  wife  of  George  Figures  Brasington,  is 
a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Waycross,  Georgia.  She  is 
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also  a  member  of  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Church.  For  her  civic  and  club  interests,  Myrtle  is  a  member  of  the 
Cherokee  Garden  Club,  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  and 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  She  served  as  President  of 
the  Francis  S.  Bartow  Chapter  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy  for  four  years. 

V.  Generation  of  the  Brasington  Family: 

D-l  George  Figures  Brasington,  Jr. 

George  Figures  Brasington,  Jr.,  son  of  George  Figures  and  Myrtle 
T  erby  Brasington  was  horn  May  4,  1924  in  Waveross,  Georgia. 

George  graduated  with  honors  from  the  Waveross  High  School 
where  he  was  President  of  his  Senior  Class.  He  received  an  Emory 
scholarship  and  entered  Ernorv  Junior  College  at  Oxford,  Georgia,  in 
1941.  He  was  Editor  of  the  year  book,  a  member  of  Eta  Sigma  Psi  and 
Alpha  Epsilon  Societies,  and  made  a  splendid  record  in  his  classes. 
After  graduating  from  Emory  at  Oxford,  George  entered  the  Junior 
Class  at  Emory  University  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  but  in  April,  1943 
he  was  called  to  active  duty  with  the  Army.  He  was  a  corporal  with  the 
57th  Finance  Disbursing  Section  and  spent  one  year  in  England  and 
one  year  in  France  during  World  War  II.  After  his  honorable  discharge 
from  the  Army,  George  again  entered  Emory  University,  receiving 
another  scholarship  to  complete  his  studies.  After  receiving  an  A.  B. 
degree,  August  30,  1947,  he  returned  to  Emory  University  for  his  M.  A. 
degree,  which  he  received  in  1948.  George  made  a  splendid  record  at 
Emory  University.  He  was  Managing  Editor  of  the  yearbook  at  Emory, 
was  a  member  of  the  Pi  Sigma  Alpha  Fraternity  and  was  elected  to  Phi 
Beta  Kappa. 

After  graduating  from  Emory  University,  George  Brasington,  Jr., 
received  the  Dean  Babcock  Fellowship  and  entered  the  University  of 
Illinois  to  study  for  his  Ph.  D.  He  has  completed  the  work  for  the  Ph.  D. 
and  is  to  receive  this  degree  in  1958. 

George  Figures  Brasington.  Jr.,  is  an  Assistant  Professor  of 
Political  Science  at  Emory  University  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Glenn  Memorial  Methodist  Church  at  Emory  Universitv,  the 
American  Political  Science  Association,  and  the  Southern  Political 
Science  Association. 

4-E  Flora  Deborah  Brasington: 

Flora  Deborah  Brasington  was  horn  September  1,  1898  in  Wades- 
horo,  North  Carolina.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Thomas  and 
Mary  Gaddy  Brasington. 

Flora  spent  her  early  life  in  W  adesboro  and  at  Rocky  River 
Springs,  North  Carolina,  with  her  family.  Besides  her  duties  at  the 
hotel,  she  was  called  on  constantly  to  play  the  piano  for  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  the  guests  at  the  hotel. 
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Flora  and  her  sister,  Mary  Neal,  attended  Albemarle  Normal 
School  at  Albemarle,  North  Carolina.  When  she  was  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years  old  she  enrolled  as  a  day  student  in  Fitting  School,  as  it  was  called 
at  Queens  College  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  to  study  music.  She 
lived  with  her  Aunt  Carrie  Collins,  as  her  parents  had  not  yet  moved  to 
Charlotte.  Graduating  from  this  School,  Flora  entered  Queens  College 
in  1917  and  received  her  B.  M.  degree  in  1920.  While  at  Queens  College 
Flora  was  a  member  of  the  Varsity  Basketball  team  in  1917-18;  Secretary 
of  the  Pi  Delta  Literary  Society,  1919-20;  Treasurer  of  the  Student 
body,  1919-20;  Senior  Basketball  team;  Assistant  Editor  of  Queens 
College  Annual  of  1919-20  and  was  Testator  for  the  Senior  Class.  During 
this  time  Flora  was  organist  at  the  Ninth  Avenue  Baptist  Church  in 
Charlotte. 

In  1921  Flora  took  post-graduate  work  in  Piano  at  Queens 
College  and  in  the  summer  of  1922  she  studied  piano  with  Arthur  New- 
stead  in  New  York  City.  From  1921  to  1927  she  was  Instructor  in  Music 
at  Queens  College.  Because  her  father’s  health  was  such  that  it  required 
extra  nursing  care.  Flora  resigned  her  work  at  Queens  College  and 
went  to  Asheville  to  help  nurse  her  father.  After  his  death  she  accepted 
a  position  as  Instructor  in  Piano  at  Leesville-Batesburg  High  School  in 
South  Carolina,  where  she  taught  until  her  death  on  February  26,  1930. 

On  the  evening  of  her  death,  Flora  and  some  of  the  other  teachers 
were  to  play  the  High  School  Basketball  Team  in  the  Gymnasium  of 
Summerland  College  in  Bateshurg,  South  Carolina.  As  the  sun  was 
setting  they  were  walking  to  the  college,  watching  the  beautiful  sunset 
and  Flora  quoted  Tennyson’s  immortal  poem,  “Crossing  the  Bar”.  They 
reached  the  gymnasium  and  the  players  were  “warming  up”  for  the 
game  when  Flora  had  a  heart  attack  and  died  instantly. 

Flora  had  many,  many  tributes  paid  to  her  during  her  life.  She 
had  a  beautiful  character  and  was  always  kind  and  helpful  to  all  who 
needed  her.  Her  great  musical  talent  she  gave  unstintingly  to  her  church 
and  for  the  enjoyment  of  others.  She  was  truly  loved  by  all  who  knew 
her. 

Flora  was  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  the  Eastview  Cemetery  in 
Wadesboro,  North  Carolina. 

IV  Generation  of  the  Brasington  Family: 

G.  Lydia  Clementine  Brasington: 

Lydia  Clementine  was  borjri  March  29,  1903  in  Wadesboro,  North 
Carolina,  the  daughter  of  William  Thomas  and  Mary  Gaddy  Brasington. 
Lydia  was  named  Clementine  for  her  grandmother  Brasington.  She 
spent  her  early  years  in  Wadesboro  and  Rocky  River  Springs,  North 
Carolina.  Later  she  moved  with  her  fparents  to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 
Lydia,  her  two  younger  sisters,  small  niece  and  nephew  had  a  governess 
at  Rocky  River  Springs.  Although  Lydia  was  only  ten  years  old,  she  too, 
had  her  duties  there.  She  cared  for  her  younger  sisters,  small  niece, 
Helen,  and  nephew,  William  Brasington.  She  taught  their  lessons  to 
them,  made  them  take  their  baths  and  never  failed  to  look  behind 
their  ears  after  their  baths. 
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Lydia  graduated  from  Alexander  Graham  High  School  in  Char¬ 
lotte,  North  Carolina,  in  1923.  She  went  to  Queens  College  one  year  and 
then  entered  Trinity  College  in  Durham,  North  Carolina,  her  sophomore 
year.  Trinity  College  was  changed  to  Duke  University  in  December, 
1924.  She  graduated  from  Duke  University  in  1927  with  an  A.  B.  degree. 
She  was  Maid  of  Honor  to  the  May  Queen  at  the  May  Day  Festival  at 
Duke  University  in  1927. 

Lydia  was  accomplished  in  her  studies  and  very  industrious.  She 
had  johs  at  College  to  help  defray  her  expenses.  After  graduating  from 
Duke  University,  she  taught  in  the  Elementary  School  in  Biltmore, 
North  Carolina,  from  1927  to  1930. 

On  August  14,  1930,  Lydia  was  married  to  Henry  Zenas  Biggers 
in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Henry  was  horn  May  6,  1902  in  Union 
County,  North  Carolina,  son  of  Zenas  and  Nannie  Austin  Biggers.  He 
attended  Farm  School  in  Swannanoa,  North  Carolina,  in  191 7-1918. 
Henry  started  working  for  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad  at  Savannah, 
Georgia,  in  1920  as  a  fireman  and  was  promoted  to  Locomotive  Engineer 
in  1925.  He  was  Road  Foreman  of  Engines  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  and 
Richmond,  A  irginia,  in  1945-1946.  In  1946  he  chose  to  resume  his  job 
as  a  Seaboard  engineer  and  returned  to  Savannah. 

Henry  and  Lydia  lived  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  from  1932  to 
1936,  where  their  son,  and  only  child,  William  Henry  Biggers,  was  horn 
on  May  19,  1934.  In  1936  they  moved  hack  to  Savannah,  Georgia,  where 
they  have  lived  since  that  time. 

Lydia  and  Henry  Biggers  are  members  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Savannah,  Georgia.  Lydia  taught  in  the  Sunday  School  there 
for  eighteen  years  and  is  active  in  the  various  phases  of  the  church 
life.  She  was  a  substitute  teacher  in  the  Charles  Ellis  School  in  Savannah 
for  several  years.  While  William  Henry  was  in  school  Lydia  was  active 
in  the  school  life  of  the  city,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Lunch 
Program,  active  in  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  and  other  Civic 
work. 

During  World  War  II,  Lydia  was  chairman  of  the  Wing  Canteen 
at  Hunter  Field  in  Savannah.  She  received  a  letter  of  thanks  for  the  fine 
work  she  and  her  helpers  did  from  Brigadier  General  J.  M.  Fitzmaurice, 
L  nited  States  Army.  Lydia  also  gave  one  day  a  week  to  the  Red  Cross 
Tea  Room  at  Red  Cross  Headquarters  during  the  War. 

V.  William  Henry  Bigg  ers : 

G-l.  William  Henry  Biggers  was  horn  May  19,  1934  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  He  is  the  only  child  of  Lydia  Clementine  Biggers  and 
Henry  Zenas  Biggers,  and  a  grandson  of  William  Thomas  and  Marv 
Gaddy  Brasington. 

^  illiam  attended  school  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  and  graduated 
from  the  Savannah  High  School  in  June,  1952.  While  a  student  in  High 
School,  ^  illiam  was  active  in  Hi-Y,  Student  Government  and  Student 
Publication.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  Club  and  was  President  of 
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liis  Senior  Class.  He  received  the  Good  Citizenship  award.  William  also 
served  as  a  Junior  Deacon  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Savannah, 
Georgia. 

William  entered  Duke  University  in  Durham,  North  Carolina,  in 
September,  1952  where  he  majored  in  English.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Phi  Delta  Theta  Fraternity  at  Duke.  He  was  vice-president  of  the 
Fraternity  during  his  junior  year.  William  received  his  A.  B.  Degree 
from  Duke  University  in  June,  1957. 

In  September,  1957  William  entered  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine  at  Wake  Forest  College,  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina.  He 
was  vice-president  of  the  Freshman  Class  in  Medical  School.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Phi  Chi  Medical  Fraternity. 

IV  Nannie  Bennett  Brasington: 

H.  Nannie  Bennett  Brasington  was  born  September  23,  1906 
in  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina.  She  is  the  daughter  of  William  Thomas 
and  Mary  Gaddy  Brasington.  When  she  was  quite  young  the  family 
moved  to  Rocky  River  Springs.  I  remember  Nannie  Bennett  and  her 
little  sister,  Harriett,  and  niece,  Helen,  singing,  “Billie  Boy,  Billie  Boy, 
can  you  make  a  Cherry  Pie”  for  the  hotel  guests  who  gave  generous 
applause  because  the  little  girls  were  so  cute.  The  family  moved  to 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  where  Nannie  Bennett  went  to  school  and 
graduated  from  Central  High  School  in  1925.  In  September,  1925  she 
entered  Asheville  Normal,  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  where  she  grad¬ 
uated  in  1929  with  a  B.  S.  degree  in  Education. 

Nannie  Bennett  taught  school  at  Old  Fort,  North  Carolina,  from 
1929-1931,  where  she  met  her  future  husband,  Bob.  She  taught  school 
at  Newell,  North  Carolina,  from  1932-1933.  However,  the  young  man 
from  Old  Fort,  Robert  Lee  Hughes,  put  an  end  to  her  teaching  career 
by  persuading  her  to  marry  him.  They  were  married  June  17,  1935. 
Robert  Lee  Hughes  is  the  son  of  Robert  Franklin  Hughes  and  Lettie 
Anne  Nesbitt  Hughes. 

Bob  and  Nannie  Bennett  lived  in  Swannanoa,  North  Carolina, 
where  he  was  in  the  grocery  business.  They  were  active  in  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Swannanoa.  He  was  a  deacon,  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
and  teacher  and  she  was  a  worker  in  the  Nursery  Department  of  the 
Sunday  School.  In  the  spring  of  1939  Robert  Lee  Hughes  answered  the 
call  to  the  ministry.  He  entered  Mars  Hill  College,  a  Baptist  College,  and 
graduated  two  years  later.  While  he  attended  Mars  Hill,  he  was  pastor 
of  two  half-time  churches.  Nannie  Bennett  again  entered  the  teaching 
profession  to  help  her  husband  further  his  education.  After  Boh  grad¬ 
uated  at  Mars  Hill,  he  and  Nannie  Bennett  went  to  Seminary  Hills, 
Texas,  for  further  study  at  the  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary.  Boh  was  able  to  complete  three  years  work  at  this  Seminary  in  two 
years  by  going  to  two  summer  sessions.  While  he  was  at  Southwestern 
he  was  pastor  of  the  Mayfield  Street  Mission. 

Robert  Lee  Hughes,  Jr.,  first  son  of  Robert  Lee  Hughes  and  Nannie 
Bennett  Hughes  was  horn  June  7,  1942,  while  his  father  was  attending 
Southwestern.  , 
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Robert  Lee  Hughes  graduated  in  May,  1943  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Theology  Degree.  After  graduating  from  Southwestern.  Boh  felt  that  he 
should  get  his  A.B.  degree,  so  he,  Nannie  Bennett  and  baby,  Robert  Lee. 
Jr.,  went  to  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina,  where  he  got  his  A.B.  degree 
in  one  year.  The  ;next  two  years  Bob  was  pastor  of  two  half-time 
churches,  Youngsville  and  Wakefield  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  In  April,  1946,  Boh  was  called  as  full  time  Pastor  of  the  Oakhurst 
Baptist  Church  in  Asheboro.  North  Carolina.  When  he  became  Pastor 
of  this  church  it  had  only  ten  members  and  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Asheboro  and  the  State  Mission  Board  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  Iwelve  years  now  he  has  been 
Pastor  of  this  church,  with  Nannie  Bennett  an  ever  helpful  wife.  During 
the  years  the  church  has  grown  to  one  of  the  leading  churches  of  that 
section  of  the  State,  with  425  members  and  a  large  educational  plan. 
Their  faithful  work  has  added  greatly  to  the  membership  of  the  Church, 
Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Women’s  Missionary  Union,  Brother¬ 
hood  and  the  association  as  well  as  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the  entire 
community. 

On  August  1,  1946.  David  Neal  Hu  ghes,  the  second  son  of  Nannie 
Bennett  Brasington  Hughes  and  Robert  Lee  Hughes,  was  horn. 

Robert  Lee  Hughes,  Jr.,  and  David  Neal  Hughes,  are  now  attend¬ 
ing  school  in  Asheboro,  North  Carolina,  and  are  taking  their  places  in 
the  life  of  the  church,  school  and  community. 

III.  Generation  of  the  Brasington  Family  in  the  United  States. 

B.  JOHN  MARION  BRASINGTON: 

John  Marion  Brasington  was  horn  January  18,  1864  in  Lancaster 
County,  South  Carolina.  He  was  the  second  son  of  the  Reverend  James 
Thomas  and  Louise  Clementine  Brasington.  John  Marion  married  Otillie 
Schmidt  in  November,  1884  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Otillie  was  the 
daughter  of  Julius  and  Maria  Schmidt  and  was  horn  March  15,  1867  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Aunt  “Tillie”,  as  we  always  called  her,  had  a 
most  interesting  family  history.  Her  father’s  familv  in  France  was 
originally  Des  or  De  Smet.  During  the  French  Revolution  they  fled  to 
Germany  where  they  changed  the  spelling  of  their  name  to  De  Schmidt. 
Aunt  Tillie’s  father.  Julius,  was  horn  in  Coblentz,  Germany  in  1835.  A 
French  friend  tells  me  that  the  De  in  France  denotes  a  Title  of  noble 
birth.  Aunt  Tillie’s  mother  s  name  was  Maria  Zickey  De  Schmidt  from 
Switzerland. 

W  hen  Julius  and  Maria  De  Schmidt  came  to  the  United  States, 
they  dropped  the  De  from  the  name  Schmidt. 

Uncle  John  Brasington  was  an  inventor  of  farm  implements,  the 
pea  huller,  corn  shredder,  cultivators  and  plows.  Uncle  John  also 
invented  a  cotton  picker.  While  it  picked  some  leaves  as  well  as  cotton, 
others  took  the  idea  and  improved  it. 

Uncle  John  died  April  13,  1943  and  was  buried  in  the  family  plot 
at  Bennettsville,  South  Carolina. 
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Aunt  “Tillie”  died  July  11,  1953  and  was  buried  beside  Uncle 
John  in  Bennettsville.

IV.  Generation  of  Brasington  Family  in  the  United  States. 

B-l.  Mary  Bertha  Brasington,  born  September  25,  1885  in  Morven, 
North  Carolina,  was  the  oldest  child  of  John  Marion  and  Otillie  (Tillie) 
Brasington. 

Cousin  “Bertie”  lived  with  her  grandmother  Schmidt  in  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  and  was  educated  there. 

One  summer  Cousin  Bertie  and  Grandmother  Brasington,  my 
Mother  and  we  children  had  a  cottage  at  Rocky  River  Springs,  North 
Carolina.  It  had  been  a  lovely  summer,  hut  the  day  before  we  were  to 
go  home  it  started  to  rain  and  rain  it  did  for  one  week.  That  was  back 
in  the  days  when  one  had  to  travel  by  carriage  from  Wadeshoro.  North 
Carolina,  some  twenty-five  miles  away.  The  two  carriages  had  come 
from  Wadeshoro  to  carry  us  there  to  take  the  train  to  our  homes.  We 
had  heard  wild  tales  of  people  being  drowned  in  Rocky  River,  a  river 
we  had  to  cross,  the  water  was  so  high  from  the  rains.  But  the  first  clear 
day  we  decided  to  try  to  make  the  trip.  In  one  carriage  was  the  driver. 
Grandmother  Brasington,  Cousin  Bertie  and  our  big,  fat  black  cook.  In 
the  second  carriage  was  the  driver,  my  mother  and  we  children.  We 
neared  Rocky  River  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehension,  hut  the  carriage 
driver  drove  the  carriage  on  the  flat  boats  to  ferry  across  the  river.  We 
made  it  safely  and  with  one  accord — we  sighed  with  relief.  We  had  ac¬ 
tually  been  holding  our  breath.  We  were  on  our  way.  Some  five  miles 
from  Wadeshoro  there  was  a  creek,  in  fact  two  creeks  with  the  water  so 
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high  it  eo\  ered  the  roadway  between  the  two  creeks.  The  carriage  Cousin 
Bertie  was  in  got  to  the  creek  first.  The  driver  drove  on  to  the  bridge 
of  the  first  creek  and  was  going  to  drive  on  into  the  water,  said  it  was 
not  deep  and  he  could  make  it  easily.  Cousin  Bertie  decided  otherwise 
and  got  Grandmother  out  of  the  carriage.  The  driver  said  that  he  would 
drive  across  and  show  them  that  it  was  not  deep  and  would  come  back 
for  them  and  how  about  letting  the  cook  stay  in  the  carriage  to  help 
hold  it  down.  Cousin  Bertie  after  much  persuasion  got  the  big  fat  cook 
out  of  the  carriage  and  tried  to  persuade  the  driver  to  abandon  his  idea 
of  trying  to  drive  across.  He  was  determined,  and  drove  off  the  bridge 
on  to  the  road  when  the  water  was  so  swift  it  floated  the  carriage,  horse 
and  driver  out  into  the  deep  water.  The  driver  had  presence  of  mind 
enough  to  climb  down  under  the  water  and  cut  the  horse  loose — so  he 
could  sw  im  out  and  he  crawled  on  top  of  the  carriage  which  was  some 
three  or  four  inches  out  of  the  water  and  was  rescued. 

Some  five  miles  this  side  of  the  creek  was  a  little  town  of  Polkton 
where  we  could  take  the  train  to  W  adesboro.  Our  group  got  a  way  to 
ride  there,  for  many  people  had  collected  at  the  creek.  At  the  hotel 
where  we  had  dinner  and  waited  for  our  train,  the  people  asked  if  we 
had  heard  that  a  carriage  of  people  had  drowned  in  the  creek,  that  one 
lady  had  floated  down  the  creek  with  a  Leghorn  hat  with  large  red 
flower  on  it  and  the  water  ....

George  Boyce  Brasington,  horn  April  28,  1866  in  Lancaster 
County,  South  Carolina,  son  of  the  Reverend  James  Thomas  and  Louise 
Clementine  Brasington. 

Grandfather  said  that  he  never  had  to  call  or  tell  George  to  do 
anything  twice — that  he  was  always  obedient  and  thoughtful. 

George  went  to  Darlington,  South  Carolina,  in  1888.  He  was  a 
clerk  in  a  dry  goods  store,  then  owned  a  store  and  was  the  first  agent  for 
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the  Singer  Sewing  Machine  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Later  he  owned 
/other  stores  and  soft  drink  bottling  works.  During  the  depression  he 
was  adjustor  for  one  of  the  bankrupt  banks,  paying  the  depositors  ninety 
per  cent  on  the  dollar,  which  was  very  good  indeed.  He  also  investigated 
the  farmers  who  wanted  to  borrow  money  from  the  Federal  Farm  Loan 
Bank,  making  recommendations  regarding  same  to  the  Federal  Farm 
Loan  Bank.  Later  he  was  in  the  real  estate  business. 

On  December  25,  1889,  George  Boyce  Brasington  married  Beulah 
V.  Witherspoon,  horn  September  9,  1869,  daughter  of  Wiley  K.  and 
Seminogene  Horton  Witherspoon  of  Lancaster  County  and  Darlington 
County,  South  Carolina. 

George  Boyce  and  Beulah  Brasington  lived  in  Darlington,  South 
Carolina,  for  fifty-two  years.  They  lived  in  the  same  house  for  thirty- 
eight  years.

The  family  were  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Darling¬ 
ton,  South  Carolina.  Mother  and  Dad  were  faithful  workers  in  the 
church  and  many  civic  duties  were  performed  well  by  them.  Mother  was 
one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Needle  Work  Guild,  a  Charter  member  of 
the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  a  member  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  and  Registrar  for  the  D.  A.  R.  Dad  and 
Mother  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  on  December 
25,  1939.  Excerpts  from  a  write-up  in  the  Darlington  newspaper:  “At  the 
residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  B.  Brasington,  Sr.,  the  happy  reunion  of 
every  member  of  the  family  assembled  on  Christmas  Day  and  celebrated 
the  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  of  the  above  named  couple.  The 
sunshine  of  a  perfect  day  was  reflected  in  the  golden  sunshine  in  the 
hearts  and  happiness  of  the  beloved  mother  and  father.  They  were 
guests  of  their  children.  Numbers  of  telegrams,  messages  and  congratula¬ 
tions  and  gifts  came  to  them  on  this  day.’* 

On  Wednesday  night  April  9,  1941,  our  father  passed  away  after 
a  short  illness.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  a  year.  He  had  a  light 
stroke,  recovered  from  that  and  three  weeks  later  died  peacefully  and 
painlessly  in  his  sleep.  He  was  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  Grove  Hill 
Cemetery  in  Darlington,  South  Carolina. 

Excerpts  from  the  many  tributes  paid  George  Boyce  Brasington, 
Sr.,  at  his  death  are:  From  the  Darlington  newspaper:  “George  Boyce 
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Brasington,  Sr.,  this  name  is  known,  honored  and  loved  in  every  part  of 
Darlington  County.  It  is  rare  that  any  man  ever  received  so  many 
honors  and  wore  those  honors  with  such  distinction. 

'd  or  many  years  he  was  on  the  board  of  deacons  in  his  ehurch, 
in  like  manner  he  spent  long  and  useful  years  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Darlington  County  Schools. 

“He  was  asked  to  suggest  a  fitting  memorial  to  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  citizens  of  Darlington.  He  suggested  an  Amphitheatre  for  the 
white  schools,  which  he  built  and  added  to  the  beauty  of  the  school 
grounds.  He  was  influential  in  the  building  of  a  splendid  negro  school, 
which  has  an  up-to-date  Vocational  Department. 

“He  was  a  member  of  the  City  Council  for  two  terms,  also  mayor 
pro-tem. 

“He  was  active  in  the  purchase  of  the  Williamson  Park  area, 
which  beautified  made  a  most  attractive  addition  to  Darlington. 

“He  was  instrumental  in  the  securing  of  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  to  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

“In  every  department  of  the  highest  development  of  progressive 
citizenship,  he  was  always  among  the  leaders.” 

Excerpt  from  the  Resolutions  of  the  Deacons  and  Pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church:  “We,  the  Deacons  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Darlington,  bow  in  reverent  submission  to  His  wise  Providence  and  we 
express  to  God  our  sincerest  thanks  for  the  many  services  rendered  by 
our  beloved  Brother  George  Boyce  Brasington,  Sr.,  to  this  Board,  our 
church,  to  the  Kingdom  and  to  the  Community  through  these  many 
years.  He  was  a  faithful  and  efficient  Trustee,  a  loyal  and  wise  Deacon. 

He  was  a  supporter  of  all  of  the  causes  of  the  church,  giving  his 
talents,  his  time  and  his  means  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom.” 

Excerpt  from  Board  of  Trustees,  Darlington  School  District:  “In 
Memoriam — George  Boyce  Brasington,  Sr.,  1866-1941.  Our  beloved 
friend  and  co-worker  who  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  served 
this  Board  of  Trustees,  as  one  of  its  most  valuable  members.  He  enjoyed 
the  absolute  confidence,  respect  and  admiration,  not  only  of  his  fellow 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  of  everyone  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact.  His  place  on  this  Board  is  vacant,  no  more  in  our  delibera-l 
tions  will  we  have  the  benefit  of  his  wise  counsel.” 

After  we  lost  Dad,  it  seemed  as  if  Mother  did  not  care  to  live.  She 
passed  away  on  March  19,  1942  and  was  buried  by  Dad’s  side  in  the 
family  plot. 

While  Mother  had  been  a  semi-invalid  for  several  years,  despite 
her  illness  she  was  always  cheerful.  She  supervised  the  care  of  the  home, 
which  she  had  always  made  a  place  of  beauty  with  her  artistic  talent. 
Mother  had  many  talents,  played  the  piano  well,  had  a  beautiful  voice, 
painted  pictures,  did  beautiful  hand  embroidery  and  was  a  good  cook, 
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as  my  sister  and  I  can  testify,  not  only  at  home,  but  the  boxes  of 
delicious  cakes  and  delicacies  that  she  sent  to  us  at  college. 

During  her  long  illness  her  friends,  and  these  were  many,  for 
some  said  that  Mother  was  the  most  popular  lady  in  Darlington,  and  her 
family  never  tired  of  finding  many  happy  surprises  for  her.  We  have 
always  been  proud  of  our  Mother  and  Father — of  their  goodness,  kind¬ 
ness  and  high  integrity.

Pearl  Lee  Brasington.  eldest  of  four  children  of  George  Boyce 
and  Beulah  Witherspoon  Brasington,  was  horn  at  the  home  of  her 
maternal  grandparents  , Wiley  K.  and  Simmie  Witherspoon,  Una,  South 
Carolina  on  November  28,  1891. 

Pearl  was  educated  at  St.  Johns  Public  School,  Darlington,  South 
Carolina;  Greenville  Female  College,  Greenville,  South  Carolina;  Pea¬ 
body  Conservatory  of  Music,  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  the  Baptist  Bible 
Institute,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.

Brasington.  Juanita  was  educated  in  the  Darlington  Public  Schools. 
She  attended  Greenville  W  oman’s  College  where  she  majored  in  Art. 
She  then  attended  Maryland  School  of  Art  and  Design  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  graduated  in  Normal  Art.  The  same  year  she  attended 
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Goucher  College  in  Baltimore  and  became  interested  in  Good  Will 
Center  work  and  Social  Work.  For  practice  training  in  social  work  she 
worked  with  the  Family  Service  Bureau.  She  was  offered  a  position 
with  them,  hut  returned  home  where  she  worked  with  the  Darlington 
Bank  as  assistant  bookkeeper. 

Juanita  became  interested  in  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  (as  it 
was  called  at  that  time)  in  New  Orleans.  She  studied  there  for  three 
years,  receiving  a  Bachelor  of  Christian  Training.  The  last  year  at

Allen  attended  school  in  Burlington,  North  Carolina,  and  Con¬ 
way,  South  Carolina,  High  School  where  he  graduated  in  1938.  He  enter¬

In  1941  Allen  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  and  was  with 
the  Darlington  National  Guards.

James  William  Brasington  was  born  November  27,  1868  in 
Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina,  son  of  Reverend  James  Thomas  and 
Louise  Clementine  Brasington.  James  (Uncle  Jim)  Williamson  Brasing¬ 
ton  married  Lola  Temperance  Baker,  horn  August  29,  1870  in  Chester- 
held  County,  South  Carolina,  on  November  26,  1890  at  Morven,  North 
Carolina.  They  moved  to  Cheraw,  South  Carolina,  in  1903  from  Wades- 
horo,  North  Carolina,  and  have  lived  in  Cheraw  since  that  time. 

Uncle  Jim  and  three  of  his  sons  are  in  the  brick  manufacturing 
business  in  Cheraw.  From  a  South  Carolina  paper  “South  Carolina 
brick  maker  85  years  of  Age”,  Cheraw,  South  Carolina,  December  5, 
1954:  “J.  W.  Brasington  founder  of  Cheraw  Brick  Works  celebrated  his 
85th  birthday,  Friday,  November  27.  Mr.  Brasington  came  to  Cheraw 
from  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina  in  1903.  He  began  making  brick  at  his 
plant  located  across  A.  C.  L.  Avenue,  fifty  years  ago  last  September.  At 
that  time  brick  could  he  made  only  nine  months  out  of  the  year  since 
the  brick  were  dried  out  of  doors  and  were  subject  to  freezing  in  low 
temperature.  About  20,000  brick  were  turned  out  each  day.  In  1925  the 
plant  was  moved  across  the  river  to  the  present  location  and  was  con¬ 
siderably  enlarged.  Cheraw  Brick  Works  is  one  of  the  largest  and  oldest 
industries  in  Cheraw.”

We,  the  members  of  the  Cheraw  W.  M.  S.  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
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memory  of  one  of  our  beloved  members,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Brasington,  who 
was  removed  from  our  midst  to  her  heavenly  reward  on  March  31,  1948. 

“She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  W.  M.  S.  and  active  in  the 
organizations  to  which  she  belonged  as  long  as  her  health  permitted. 

“We  pause  to  thank  God  for  her  life  of  service,  of  deep  consecra¬ 
tion  to  her  Lord  and  to  her  Church. 

“During  her  extended  illnesses  she  was  never  known  to  complain 
and  bore  her  suffering  bravely.  Her  cheerful  disposition  will  always  he  an 
inspiration  to  her  loved  ones  and  friends.  Her  presence  among  us  will 
never  cease  to  he  missed. 

“Therefore,  he  it  resolved  hv  us,  the  members  of  the  W.  M.  S.  that 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  members  of  the  family,  one  to  The 
Baptist  Courier  and  a  copy  he  placed  in  the  minutes  of  our  Missionary 
Society.” 

Lncle  Jim  has  always  taken  his  church  duties  seriously,  a  real 
pillar  in  the  church.  We  would  tease  him  and  spell  pillar  “pillow”  as 
he  promptly  began  to  nod  when  he  got  settled  comfortably  in  church. 
Aunt  Lola  would  give  him  a  punch  in  the  side.  Lois  has  taken  on  that 
duty  and  many  others  since  her  mother  passed  away.  Uncle  Jim  was 
a  Deacon  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Cher  aw  from  about  1907.  He  is 
Deacon  emeritus  now.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  church 
for  more  than  forty  years.  The  Cheraw  Brick  Works  donated  the  brick 
for  the  present  church.  When  the  church  was  being  built  Uncle  Jim  was 
lending  a  helping  hand  when  a  friend  said,  “There  is  Noah  working  on 
his  Ark.”  When  the  church  was  dedicated  Uncle  Jim  was  presented  a 
Bulova  watch  and  chain  by  the  church  in  appreciation  for  what  he  had 
done.  When  asked  for  a  speech,  he  could  only  wave  his  hand,,  he  was  so 
touched  by  their  thoughtfulness.  Uncle  Jim  is  a  32nd  degree  Mason. 
He  served  on  the  Town  Council  and  on  different  occasions  served  as 
Mayor  Pro  Tern.  He  was  active  on  the  School  Board  for  a  long  time. 

When  Lnele  Jim  retired  in  1945.  he  turned  the  brick  business 
over  to  James,  Jasper,  W  alter  and  Lois.  Some  months  later  a  Government 
man  was  making  routine  checks  and  was  told  that  Uncle  Jim  had  retired. 
He  laughed  because  Uncle  Jim  happened  to  be  asleep  in  the  car  parked 
by  the  office  window. 

Uncle  Jim  is  greatly  loved  and  admired  by  his  large  family  and 
host  of  friends.

Nannie  Brasington  was  horn  January  11,  1876  in  Lancaster 
County.  South  Carolina,  the  younger  daughter  Ian  older  daughter  had 
died  in  infancy)  of  the  Reverend  James  Thomas  and  Louise  Clementine 
Brasington,  and  granddaughter  of  the  Reverend  William  Figuras  and 
Mary  J  ane  Brasington,  our  first  ancestor  in  the  United  States.

As  a  girl,  Nannie  loved  to  go  with  her  father  on  his  trips  visiting 
his  members — in  a  buggy  with  the  horse  plodding  along  in  deep  sandv 
roads.  Nannie  had  lots  of  girl  friends  and  loved  to  spend  the  nights  with 
them  occasionally.  W  hen  she  was  a  little  more  than  ten  years  old  she 
was  visiting  a  little  friend,  Lola  Baker,  who  later  became  her  sister-in- 
law.  This  happened  to  he  the  long  remembered  night  of  August  31. 
1886.  The  children  were  playing  and  having  a  good  time  upstairs.  Mr. 
Baker.  Lola’s  father  had  called  to  them  to  get  quiet,  and  not  make  so 
much  noise.  The  noise  kept  on,  Mr.  Baker  repeated  his  command  to 
the  children,  to  stop  making  so  much  noise.

With  that  statement  from  Mrs.  Baker,  Nannie  did  not 
take  time  to  run  down  the  stairsteps,  hut  slid  down  the  railing  and  with 
tears  in  her  eyes  begged  Mr.  Baker  to  take  her  home,  as  she  was  afraid 
she  would  never  see  her  father  and  mother  again,  because  there  would 
he  a  "‘gulf  between  her  home  and  where  she  was  spending  the  night. 
W  hen  they  arrived  at  her  father’s  home,  the  house  was  filled  with 
neighbors  who  had  come  to  the  “Preacher’s  Home”  in  their  excitement 
about  the  earthquake. 

At  fifteen  years  of  age  Nannie  entered  Limestone  College  in 
Gaffney,  South  Carolina  studying  Literature  and  Music  for  two  years. 
She  did  not  go  hack  for  her  third  year  at  school,  hut  instead  at  the  age 
of  seventeen  years  and  three  months,  she  married  Stephen  Nicholas 
Sowell  of  Kershaw,  South  Carolina,  who  was  nineteen  vears  of  age  on 
April  14,  1893.
